VOTE OF 12,000 OUT 


At 3 o'clock this afternoon, when 1,665 precincts had been re- 


ported, and 97,362 votes accounted for, Langer retained a lead of 
058. 


The missing precincts, all rural, most of them in counties that 


have been returning league majorities, are expected to wipe out 
Langer's small remaining majority, and establish a safe major- 
ity for Frazier. 


The bulk of the 399 unreported precincts are in the northwest- 


ern section o"f the state, strongly Nonpartisan. They are likely 
_ account tor a total vote ot about 12,000 on the basis of the 
average number of votes per precinct.

SOME CLAIM EXEMPTION 


Washington. July £.~lt u aatim^^ 


by the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
that 325,000 domestic and foreign cor- 
porations "carrying on or doing busi- 
ness in the United States" will file 
returns on or before July 31 for the 
capital stock tax. 
Forms for filing 
returns have been printed and an- 
nouncement was made last night that 
they are available at the offices of 
collectors of internal revenue. Domes- 
tic corporations will ask for Form 
707 and foreign corporation for Form 


The tax on domestic corporatiofls is 
$1 '-'for each $1,000 of so much of the 
fair average value of its capital stock 
for the proceeding year ending June 
30 as is m excess of $5,000." Foreign 
corporations are required to pay a tax 
at the rate of $1 for each $ 1,000 of 
their capital employed in the United 
States without the benefit of the $6,- 
000 deduction. The tax is payable hi 
advance, the returns filed m July of 
this year .covering the taxable year 
beginning July 1. 1820. and ending 
June 80, 1921. 


Returns Required. 
Returns are required of every do- 
mestic corporation regardless of the 
par value of its capital stock and of 
every foreign corporation irrespective 
of the amount of capital employed in 
this country in the transaction of its 
business. 


Certain business enterprises not or- 
ganized for profit and purely personal 
service corporations are exempt from 
the capital stock tax. The class of 
organization entitled to exemption is 
described in Regulations 50, Revised, 
just issued by the bureau of internal 
revenue, copies of which may be h'ad 
on application to collectors. 
Corporations claiming exemption 
are required to file returns setting 
forth fully their reasons for such 
claim, accompanied by evidence in 
support thereof. 
In such cases the 
notation "exemption claimed" should 
be made on the face of the returns. If. 
fn account of illness or absence of 
tne officer of the corporation charg- 
ed with making the return, it is im- 
possible to prepare and file a return 
on or before July 31, the collector,

NEW CYLINDRICAL STATE PRISON

_ The prison house, the firs"t of its 


kind in the world, gives one the im- 
pression upon entrance of being in an 
aviary. Every cell has been provided 
with 90 minutes of sunlight, coming 
either direction through a skylight. 
The universal distribution of sunlight, 
accomplinbpd by a slight curve in 
the -skylight was figured by Forest 
Ray Moulton, professor of astronomy 
at the university of Chicago. 


A' cafeteria 
system, 
another new 


idea for prison life, has been installed. 
Most of the eatables are supplied 
from the 2,200 acre honor farm upon 
which the prison is located. 


The 248 cells which are all alike are 


built of concrete with c~rk"insulatioa 
in the walls. The doors of the eel la 
arc doubly locked. 
They can be au- 


tomatically locked by a hydraulic oil 
control and then the guard cornea 
arpund and -locks each cell separately. 
They can be opened individually. 


The center of the prison is a tower
